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DETAILED ACTION 



The response to the restriction requirement filed on May 13, 2005 has been entered. By 
this response, the invention group II (including claims 2) has been elected without traverse, 
accordingly, claim 2 is examined in this office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lund (US 
5,979,334). 

As per claim 2, Lund teaches a traffic control system, the system comprises: a traffic 
assessment system which assess the traffic of vehicles entering an area (col.41, lines 37-42); 
transmitting information about the delay to other vehicles (col.41, lines 42-45). Lund does not 
explicitly disclose assessing waiting time and transmitting information concerning the waiting 
time to vehicle not in the controlled area. However, transmitting the delay information to certain 
vehicle and excluding certain group of vehicle would have been both known and obvious matter 
of design choice. Furthermore, since Lund teaches assessing the stalled condition of the moving 
(col.41, lines 37-43), and since determining waiting time based on the stalling condition would 
have been known to an ordinary person skilled in the art at the time the invention was made. It

would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to transmit delay time to the vehicle outside the waiting area in order to inform the other 
vehicle of the expected delay.
